Between 2003-04 and 2017-18, the six-year Dogwood Diploma completion rates for public 
school students increased by 5.7%. The gap in completion rates between male and female 
students decreased from 8.2% to 3.5%. 
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Graduation rates for Aboriginal students increased and the gap in graduation 
rates between Aboriginal and non-Aboriginal students has narrowed.”
